(U.  S.  A.),  Inc.,  9  and  11  East  Forty-first  Street,  New  York,  N.  Y.,  for  the 
importation  during  1935  of:  Antileptospira  serum  (canine),  canine  antidistemper 
serum,  canine-distemper  tissue  vaccine,  lamb  dvsenterv  antitoxin,  lamb  dvsentery 
bacterin,  leptospira  bacterin  (canine),  manufactured  bv  the  Wellcome  Phvsiolo- 
gical  Research  Laboratories,  Beckenham,  Kent,  England. 
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PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  THE  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT 

Docket  no.  1+25. — In  re  Sioux  City  Stockyards  Co.,  Sioux  City,  Iowa.  On 
December  13,  1934,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  issued  an  order  prescribing  new 
rates  and  charges  for  the  Sioux  City  stockyards.  Later  respondent  filed  a  new 
and  different  schedule  of  rates  which  it  claimed  would  not  result  in  an  increase  of 
its  revenue,  and  a  petition  asking  to  be  allowed  to  substitute  this  new  schedule 
in  lieu  of  the  rates  and  charges  prescribed  in  paragraph  235  of  the  above-mentioned 
order.  Vigorous  protests  against  the  acceptance  of  this  proposed  new  schedule 
have  been  filed  by  substantially  all  of  the  market  agencies  doing  business  on  the 
Sioux  City  yards  and  many  others  who  would  be  affected  by  it.  In  view  of  this 
and  the  further  fact  that  there  has  as  yet  been  no  opportunity  for  practical 
application  of  the  rates  and  charges  prescribed  by  the  Secretary's  order  to  demon- 
strate their  effect  on  shippers,  market  agencies,  and  others  who  will  be  required 
to  pay  such  rates  and  charges,  the  Acting  Secretary  on  January  14,  1935,  issued 
an  order  denying  the  petition  and  rejecting  the  proposed  new^schedule  of  rates 
and  charges. 

Docket  no.  1+1+6. — In  re  United  Commission  Co.,  market  agency,  Chicago,  111. 
On  September  19,  1934,  respondent  was  suspended  from  registration  as  a  market 
agency  for  a  period  of  6  months,  with  leave  during  said  period  to  apply  for  a 
revocation  of  this  suspension  on  satisfactory  proof  to  the  Secretary  that  it  is 
solvent.  Respondent  has  now  furnished  satisfactory  proof  that  all  outstanding 
claims  that  have  been  presented  for  payment  have'  been  discharged  through  a 
trustee  and  that  there  is  sufficient  money  in  the  hands  of  the  trustee  to  take  care 
of  any  outstanding* indebtedness  for  which  claims  have  not  yet  been  presented. 
Therefore,  on  January  3,  1935,  the  Acting  Secretary  issued  an  order  revoking  the 
above-mentioned  suspension. 

Docket  no.  1+1+8. — In  re  Wichita  Union  Stockyards  Co.,  Wichita,  Kans.  The 
Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  on  October  12,  1934,  issued  an  order  of  inquiry 
into  the  lawfulness  of  the  rates  and  charges  of  respondent  and  directed  that  a 
hearing  be  held  on  December  5,  1934.  Later  the  date  of  the  hearing  was  post- 
poned until  February  5,  1935.  In  preparation  for  the  hearing  the  Secretary 
caused  a  preliminary  investigation  to  be  made.  An  audit  was  made  of  the 
books  and  records  of  the  respondent  covering  the  5-year  period  1929  to  1933, 
inclusive.  In  addition  to  an  analysis  of  the  income  and  expenses  for  the  5-year 
period,  this  audit  consisted  of  a  study  of  the  capital  and  plant  accounts  covering 
the  period  during  which  respondent  company  had  been  operating.  As  a  part 
of  this  preliminary  investigation,  an  appraisal  of  the  land  and  structures  owned 
and  operated  by  respondent  was  made.  A  study  was  also  made  of  the  services 
and  facilities  of  respondent  and  of  the  financial  conditions  which  would  have 
a  bearing  upon  the  rate  of  return  which  it  would  be  fair  to  allow  respondent.  As 
a  result  of  this  investigation,  it  appears  that  respondent's  existing  rates  and 
charges  are  not  now  yielding,  nor  are  they  likely  to  yield  in  the  immediate  future, 
more  than  a  fair  return  upon  the  fair  value  of  the  used  and  useful  property. 
Under  these  circumstances  it  appears  that  no  purpose  would  be  served  at  this 
time  in  holding  a  hearing.  Therefore,  on  January  8,  1935,  the  Acting  Secretary 
dismissed  this  proceeding. 

Docket  no.  1+52. — In  re  Earl  Speicher,  market  agency  and  dealer,  Indianapolis, 
Ind.  The  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  December  11,  1934,  issued  an 
inquiry  alleging  that  respondent  had  violated  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act 
in  that  he  had  failed  to  execute  and  maintain  a  sufficient  bond  or  to  furnish  any 
other  satisfactory  indemnity  to  secure  the  performance  of  his  obligations  incurred 
as  a  market  agency  and  dealer.  On  December  24,  1934,  respondent  admitted 
the  truth  of  the  matters  and  things  alleged  and  waived  a  hearing  thereon.  Re- 
spondent filed  a  satisfactory  bond  on  January  10,  1935,  with  the  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry.  On  January  28,  1935,  respondent  was  ordered  to  cease  and 
desist  from  doing  business  as  a  market  agency  and  dealer  without  executing  and 
maintaining  a  reasonable  bond  to  secure  the  performance  of  his  obligations,  or 
furnishing  some  other  satisfactory  indemnity. 

Stockyards  Posted 

The  Fort  Smith  Horse  &  Mule  Auction  Co.  stockyards,  located  at  Fort 
Smith,  Ark.,  was  posted  on  January  15,  1935,  as  coming  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Packers  and  Stockvards  Act.

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REDEPOSIT  OF  RETIREMENT  DEDUCTIONS  REFUNDED 
TO  EMPLOYEES 

Section  12  (b)  of  the  Civil  Service  Retirement  Act  provides  as  follows: 

"In  the  case  of  any  employee  to  whom  this  act  applies  who  *  *  *  shall 
become  absolutely  separated  from  the  service  before  becoming  eligible  for  retire- 
ment on  annuity,  the  amount  credited  to  his  individual  account  shall  be  returned 
to  such  employee  together  with  interest  at  4  per  centum  per  annum,  compounded 
on  June  30  of  each  year:  Provided,  That  when  any  employee  becomes  involun- 
tarily separated  from  the  service,  not  by  removal  for  cause  on  charges  of  miscon- 
duct or  delinquency,  the  total  amount  of  his  deductions,  with  interest  thereon, 
shall  be  paid  to  such  employee:  And  provided  further,  That  all  money  so  returned 
to  an  employee  must,  upon  reinstatement,  retransfer,  or  reappointment  to  a  posi- 
tion coming  within  the  purview  of  this  act,  be  redeposited  with  interest  before 
such  employee  may  derive  any  benefits  under  this  act,  *  *  *  but  interest 
shall  not  be  required  covering  any  period  of  separation  from  the  service." 

The  above  provision  of  the  Retirement  Act  means  that  if  an  employee  of  the 
Government  is  separated  from  a  position  subject  to  the  Retirement  Act  and  sub- 
sequently is  reappointed,  either  by  reinstatement  or  a  new  probational  appoint- 
ment, he  can  never  obtain  any  status  for  retirement  until  he  has  redeposited  the 
retirement  deductions  which  he  withdrew  from  the  retirement  fund  at  the  time 
of  his  separation,  although  under  his  new  appointment  retirement  deductions  will 
be  taken  from  his  pay.  Bureau  officials  are  requested  to  bring  this  matter  to  the 
attention  of  all  the, employees  coming  under  the  provisions  of  the  Retirement  Act 
and  they  should  be  urged  to  file  application  on  form  3-R-32,  -which  will  be  fur- 
nished by  the  Bureau  personnel  office  or  by  the  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Appoint- 
ments of  the  Department  upon  application.  These  redeposits  may  be  made  in 
installments  and  in  such  amounts  as  the  Civil  Service  Commission  may  direct  in 
each  individual  case. 

While  it  is  optional  with  the  employees  as  to  whether  or  not  redeposits  are  made, 
they  should  be  advised  of  their  status  under  the  Retirement  Act.  The  redeposits 
can,  of  course,  be  made  at  any  time  before  reaching  the  retirement  age,  but  inas- 
much as  the  amounts  to  be  refunded  are  subject  to  4  percent  compound  interest 
from  the  time  of  reemployment  until  redeposits  are  made,  it  is  decidedly  to  the 
advantage  of  the  employees  to  make  the  redeposits  as  soon  as  possible. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  cases  in  the  Department  where  employees  have 
become  disabled  and  would  have  been  eligible  for  disability  retirement  if  the  retire- 
ment deductions  previously  withdrawn  had  been  redeposited.  It  is  for  just  such 
cases  that  this  notice  is  primarily  issued  as  those  retiring  for  age  can  anticipate 
such  action  by  redepositing  the  retirement  deductions  in  ample  time  before  reach- 
ing the  age  of  retirement.  However,  disability  frequently  occurs  suddenly,  and 
usually  at  a  time  when  the  employee  is  not  financially  prepared  to  redeposit  his 
retirement  deductions.  Installment  payments  make  it  easy  for  employees  to 
redeposit  their  retirement  deductions  and  secure  the  automatic  restoration  of  the 
benefits  of  the  Retirement  Act.
